133  Conference  Heard 
By  Possible  95  Million 


Conference  themes  ranged  ov- 
er the  gospel,  the  life  of  Christ, 
the  resurrection,  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  and  liberty  in  the  Sun- 
day morning  session  of  the  133rd 
Annual  Conference  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

PRESIDENT  David  O.  McKay, 
conducting,  welcomed  a possible 
audience  of  95  million,  reached 
by  150  television  stations,  30  ra- 
dio stations  and  several  short 
wave  radio  stations. 

“The  Statue  of  Liberty  stands 
as  a light  and  voice  to  thousands 
of  supressed  people,”  said  Presi- 
dent McKay.  “Even  so,  the  Gos- 
pel serves  as  a light  and  guide 
to  the  whole  world.” 

He  stressed  the  need  for  set- 
ting up  a “Christian  standard”  of 
unity  and  faith,  emphasizing  the 
importance  and  responsibility  of 
the  priesthood. 

UNITY  OF  nations,  he  stated, 
is  being  realized  as  12,000  mis- 
sionaries declare  the  gospel  mes- 
sage to  all  nations. 

He  closed  with  the  prayer  that 
the  gospel  may  prove  to  be  “a 


light  to  the  world.” 

Elder  Nathan  E.  Tanner  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  spoke  on 
the  life  of  Christ,  a topic  which 
was  re-emphasized  in  the  address 
following  by  Elder  Howard  W. 
Hunter,  also  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve.  Elder  Hunter  stressed 
the  resurrection. 

Speaking  “to  the  younger  gen 
eration”  was  Elder  Boyd  K.  Pack 
etr,  assistant  to  the  Council  of 
Twelve,  who  made  a plea  for  ob- 
servance of  the  Word  of  Wisdom, 
calling  it  “a  principle  with  a prO' 
mise,  the  key  to  spiritual  wiS' 
dom.” 

CONCLUDING  speaker.  Elder 
Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  spoke  on  liberty. 

“Righteousness  exalteth  a na- 
tion,” he  quoted,  recalling  the 
faith  and  humbleness  of  the 
Founding  Fathers  of  America. 

He  cited  the  increase  of  crime 
and  “moral  decay”  in  present- 
day  America.  Quoting  the  late  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Jr.  of  the  First 
Presidency,  Elder  Benson  repeat- 
ed warnings  of  the  menace  of 
Communism.

“This  happens  every  election,” 
commented  Elections  Chairman 
Bev  McKnight.  “There’s  always 
one  class  that  runs  out.”
